,ire appointed by calling the roll of the 
suites und Tcrritoncs, the chairman of 
each delegation announcing the names 
ul the persons selected to ijcrveoncaeh 
committee.

committee*, including the roll-call of 
State.", necessarily occupies considera- 
ble time. 
Ordinarily, when u .State or 


Territory i.s reached where there is a 
contest, that Stato or Territory is pass- 
ed un the roll-call.
